As part of its inquiry, and under a 
special law passed by Congress, the 
committee subpoenaed nearly 500 
taped conversations and other White 
House materials. President Nixon 
said the list was so broad to impinge 
on presidential confidentiality and 
refused to turn over the materials. 
Dash said the committee was 
prepared to reach a compromise on 


the issue and suggested that if the 
White House showed a willingness, 
the committee would greatly reduce 
the number of documents and other 
materials sought

Millions in line for tax break 


SACRAMENTO (UPIi — Millions of Californians—from 
the widow in El Centro to the apartment dweller in 
Sausalito —are in line for some state income tax breaks 
The government says that if someone's earnings 
remained stable, they can expect to owe less than they did 
the year before 
Part of the reason is Californians paid more in all types of 
taxes during 1973 than was needed to run the government 
The legislature and Gov Ronald Reagan, after a bitter 
fight, decided last year to return about $380 million in the 
form of one-time income tax rebates, ranging from 20 to 35 
per cent, depending on earnings. 
Additionally, there are new tax laws. 
As the result of the sweeping 1972 property tax and school 
finance measure, an attempt is being made to credit 
renters for the property tax they indirectly pay through 
their landlords 
It means an outright cash savings from $25 to $45 in 
income tax renters each year, starting now. 
Here is an explanation of the two major provisions: 
REBATES — Everyone who was a resident as of Dec 31 
is entitled to subtract a certain percentage from his tax 
bill, based on adjusted gross income Capital gains income 
is excluded 
The schedule for married couples filing jointly «divide 
the income in half for single persons or separate returns): 


35 per cent for earnings between $8,001 $14,999. 30 per cent 
for $15.000-19.999 ; 25 per cent for $20.000-24,999. and 20 per 
cent for $25,000 and above 
Couples with an adjusted gross income of $8.000 or less 
i $4,000 for singles) have their income tax eliminated 
RENTERS - After figuring the rebate. Californians who 
rented their places of residence as of March 1 can subtract 
a flat sum from what is still due in income taxes If there is 
no tax due. the credit becomes a cash refund 
The credit is based on adjusted gross income, not the 
amount of rent paid Here is the schedule $25 for someone 
earning up to $4.999 $30 for $5.000-5.999, $35 for $6.000- 
6.999. $40 for $7,000 $7.999; and $45 for $8.000 or more 
Married couples can claim only one credit unless each 
maintained separate residences Single persons living 
together, however, can each claim the credit, no matter 
how many. 
Persons renting only par of the year claim one-twelfth of 
the credit for each month But to qualify they must have 
been renting on March 1 Persons living in trailers get 
credit for renting court space 
Anyone receiving welfare for housing cannot claim the 
credit for months they received assistance Also not 
qualifying 
are persons 
who 
rented 
from tax free 
organizations, such as the YMCA.

Moscone legislation would 
revise conflict regulations 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sen George 
Moscone, D-San Francisco, today proposed 
legislation 
that 
would overturn 
new 
conflict-of-interest 
regulations requiring 
public officials to disclose the names of 
customers who paid them more than $250. 
Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
issued the regulations in an attempt to 
clarify the state’s new conflict-of-interest 
law, which was authored by Moscone 
But Moscone said his intent was not to 
compel 
businessmen and lawyers to 
disclose the names of all their clients and 


customers who paid them more than $250. 
He said his “ urgency 
legislation “ will 
make it clear once again that when we said 
certain persons must report source of 
income, we mean the total net amount of 
money earned from a business interest 
“ Thus a doctor, lawyer or businessman 
will report his income from a firm as, say, 
‘in excess of $10,000 or in excess of $1,000, " 
he said 
Moscone said his proposed amendments 
to the conflict-of-interest law will “ clear 
confusion that has resulted from a wide 
variety of interpretations

Why do so manv Americans have a problem doing what 
comes nat’rally? To put the question in the proper terms, why 
do m illions of Americans (some sexologists estimate as high

In tact, 
most causes of dysfunction originate in the minds of ones 
parents 
Family therapist and author Virginia Satir. in her ex 
cel lent book "peoplemaking” states without exception that 
“ any person I have seen with problems in sexual gratifica 
tion in marriage, or who was nomosexual. promiscuous, or 
w ho was arrested for any sexual crime, grew up with taboos 
against sex." She claims that these taboos against sex 
became confused with all forms of physical affection in a 
family. 
How does this confusion occur’ Think of sex tor a moment 
simply as a form of nonverbal expression, like smiling. Most 
babies are encouraged to smile. When the baby plays with 
her fingers or toes, that s cute, or at least O.K. In most 
families, when the baby, in her random explorations, touches 
her genitals, that's a no. no. Some parents may slap a small 
child, some simply frown Pretty soon the baby learns that 
something which made her feel good made Mommy and 
Daddy angry. Thus the beginning of ambivalent feelings 
about sex 
.. 
If this angry reaction is elicited by most of her reel good 
experiences, particularly gestures of affection given or 
received, eventually the child learns that pleasure is some­ 
thing to Ih* gained secret Iv or not at all 
Ironically, we have many children grow ing up who believe 
that physical affection is taboo, but the sexual act is O.K. 
By this process our body or nonverbal language is sepa 
rated from our verbal language, which is what is unnatural 
about many of us. Thus people talk about love, but can t show 
it. 
Psychiatrist Leo Jacobs, co-director ot a midwestern sex 
clinic, points out that the inability to achieve an orgasm 
often stems from an inability to trust one’s mate, which in 
turn, has deeper roots in the home environment 
‘It the 
parents were emotional icebergs and the husband is not af­ 
fectionate. the wife feels that its unsafe to let go. 
It's not all the husband s fault either, because he was 
taught that masculinity meant performance, hiding emo­ 
tions, trying to be. or at least to appear, invulnerable Thus 
we have intercourse (performance) without affection (show­ 
ing of emotion) equaling a great deal of dissatisfaction or 
dysfunction

For students a long way from home there's... 
An American father 
confessor in Paris

PA R IS - (N EA ) - Count­ 
less American students who 
have passed through the 
American Students and A r­ 
tists Center on the Left Bank 
inevitably have found their 
way to the door off the 
entrance which annouces: 
“ Students Advisory Service." 


Here every afternoon from 
2 to 7 sits Washington-born 
Irving Levin, a psychologist 
whose benign manner invites 
confidences. 


Counsellor, father con­ 
fessor and above all, a sym­ 
pathetic listener to every 
youngster who comes to him 
for help and/or advice. Irving 
Levin also has devoted a 
great deal of time off duty to 
help solve the problems 
which beset the young away 
from home. Mornings he lec- 
tu r e s on c o m p a r a t iv e 
religions at the American 
School in Saint Cloud. 


M illin g 
a ro u n d 
the 
entrance halls are boys and 
girls wearing a wild variety 
of getups — usually blue 
jeanned. long hair or Afro 
hairdos and co m p letely 
uninhibited. 


The Center is, after all. a 
home away from home. A 
meeting place, a place to 
come in out of the cold, where 
one can also follow classes in 
karate, sacred music, Hindu 
dancing, New Orleans jazz or 
sign up for courses in 
Chinese, Russian and the 
arts. Hamburgers, frankfur­ 
ters, cokes and ice cream are 
obtainable at the canteen and 
there is a vast Olympic swim­ 
ming pool, the most un­ 
polluted in all of Paris, it is 
claimed. Levin is there to 
hand out good advice, some­ 
times help land a job, find a 
home or show the way to ad­ 
just to life in France. 


Of himself he explains: T 
came to Paris in 1967 mainly 
because my wife is French, a 
doctor, and we now make our 
home here.” 
One of the first questions he 


IRVING LEV IN and his assistant, Mrs. George Larouins; 
They find the French attitude needs explaining. 


asks a student is: "Why did 
you come to Paris?" Many 
come to study French at the 
Sorbonne or at the Alliance 
Française. Those are easy to 
advise. 
"But I have found that those 
kids who have a difficult time 
adjusting often come from 
disrupted families or else did 
not get along with their 
parents." 
T h e n th e re a re the 
idealists, the unstable and the 
plain whacky ones. 
What are the chief com­ 
plaints against the French'.' 
Chiefly the fact that they are 
not friendly towards foreig­ 
ners. It is difficult to know a 
French family. 
“ When they first arrive 
and, say, find a part-time job 
with a French family, I fre­ 
quently have to wipe tears 
and explain the French at­ 
titude. The girls will come to 
see me every day. Nobody in­ 
vites them* They are ab­ 
solutely disconsolate. Then 
they come less frequently and 


at the end of the school year, 
more tears but this time it is 
because they have to go 
home." 
Among the average 300 stu­ 
dents who monthly come to 
Irvin for help there are quite 
a few medical problems. 
These he refers to the Ameri­ 
can Hospital where they get 
immediate attention. Hard­ 
ship cases are referred to the 
American Aid Society. This 
incidentally was started back 
in 1922 by a group of Ameri­ 
can residents in France, en­ 
tirely on donations. Every 
year the Society aims to col­ 
lect $25,000. 
One particular problem is 
pregnancies. Abortion is out­ 
lawed in France. Those who 
can raise the money — a 
minimum $50 — go either to 
England or Holland. 
Only one-third of the stu­ 
dents he sees are American 
c itiz e n s , a n o th e r th ird 
French and the remaining 
from the rest of the world. 
Weekends Levin 
used to 


devote to visiting the two 
Paris prisons. There was a 
time when there were as 
many as 100 Americans in­ 
terned. But today their num­ 
ber has dw indled to a mere 
handful. 
Also, since the ceasefire in 
Vietnam , deserters have 
completely faded out of the 
p ictu re. How they ever 
reached Paris was always a 
m ystery. But these were 
taken in hand by Levin and 
he was u su ally able to 
straighten things out 
This year owing to the 
devalued dollar, there has 
been a considerable drop in 
the number ot American stu­ 
dents. 
“ But P a ris ,” continued 
Levin, “ still has a definite ap­ 
peal for the youngsters. Life 
is easier here. The girls ap­ 
preciate the freedom and 
know they can walk the little 
streets at night without fear 
of being attacked. And you 
can still get a meal for $4. 
with wine. ’ 


There are two men in my 
life - my husband and our 
antiques dealer. At the New 
Year’s beginning it seems 
right to say thank you to 
them both for their help and 
encouragement. 
Don Taylor has been our 
dealer for 16 of his 22 years 
in business. We began our 
“ formal'’ education in col­ 
lecting by spending our days 
off from newspaper work in 
his shop 
He always has 
willingly shared his experi­ 
ence and knowledge and the 
past seven years has taught 
classes for serious collectors. 
He is an outspoken advo­ 
cate of honesty, integrity, 
knowledge and expertise 
which he says the collector 
"has the right to demand of 
any person professing to be a 
dealer of antiques." 
We asked Don what the 
collector should demand of a 
dealer. This is his reply: 
"First, above everything, 
there should be nothing in 
the shop less than 50 years 
old. If shop owners are han­ 
dling reproductions, annual 
issues, whiskey and cosmetic 
bottles they are not antique 
dealers and theirs are not 
antiques shops. They should 
be labeled novelty shops, 
rummage rooms or collec­ 
tor's stores. 
“ Granted the antique busi­ 
ness has been hit by a scar- 
citv of wares and many shops 
have added reproductions 
and annual issues to increase 
the inventory. If this is the 
case, the items should be sep­ 
arated from the old — either 
in another room or in an area 
specifically designated. In 
any event, new items should 
noi make up more than 25 
per cent of the shop invento­ 
ry. 
“ Antiques dealers should 
have a vast w o r k a b l e 
knowledge of their merchan­ 
dise. This does not mean they 
are experts — there is no 
such thing in this field. But 


they should be conversant in 
such general subjects as 
glass, porcelain and pottery, 
metals, furniture periods and 
styles, trends and fads in col­ 
lecting. 
“ If the dealer doesn't know 
the answer to your question 
you should be told this in­ 
stead of being given false or 
misleading information. 
"A dealer should maintain 
an adequate library for per­ 
sonal study and customer 
reference when needed. One 
thing a dealer should never 
display is a price guide. 
Dealers should be capable ot 
pricing any item within their 
domain w ithout this crutch. 
"You have a right to find a 
price tag on every item in the 
shop It should bear a price 
for which the item is to be 
sold, without 
bargaining. 
The day and age of coding 
merchandise is over. 
"You should request and 
receive a guarantee that the 
item is what it is represented 
to be. 
“ Then there are 
the 
niceties of merchandising. 
You should expect a clean, 
well-lighted shop with items 
free ot dirt and grim e. 
Merchandise should be dis­ 
played without crowding so 
that vou can browse without 
fear of breaking something. 
He condluded by saying, 
"When you find dealers who 
meet your standards, express 
your appreciation, tell your 
friends and patronize their 
shops. 
“ They have not achieved 
their knowledge easily - 
most of it has been self 
taught 
They always are 
seeking ways to upgrade 
their business and otten have 
to meet unfair competition 
with fair play. In addition, 
these dealers give many 
hours of service in their com- 
m u n iti e s to museums, 
historical societies and other 
organizations."

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Energy Act faces first tests 


SACRAMENTO <UPI) — A proposed ' Emergency 
Energy Act” which would create a state energy czar with 
sweeping power undergoes its first legislative tests this 
week. 
The major Democratic proposal is scheduled to be heard 
by both the Assembly Planning and Land Use Committee 
and the Senate Public Utilities Committee 
Assemblyman Charles Warren. D-Los Angeles, author of 
the bill, predicted the Assembly committee would grant 
swift approval of 
the measure 
The panel meets 
Wednesday 
But he said he was less confident about the reaction of the 
Reagan administration, which thus far has neither 
endorsed nor opposed the bill 
Although Reagan himself has called for speedy action on 
the energy crisis, his aides have not presented their own 
energy legislative package or suggested improvements to 
Democratic bills. Warren said 
“ If the administration wants to get in on the ground floor, 
they're going to hdve to come up with something very 
quickly,” Warren said 
Britain prepares 
for elections 
if talks fail 


A Senate bill identical to Warren's measure is being 
carried by Sen Alfred E Alquist. D-San Jose, and will be 
heard Tuesday before the Public Utilities Committee, 
chaired by Alquist. 
Last year Reagan vetoed a long range energy bill co- 
authored by Warren and Alquist But in his 1974 State-of- 
the-State address, Reagan said. “ We are prepared to work 
with you (legislators) to reconcile our obvious differences. 
But we must act soon " 
Under the proposed “ emergency act. State Secretary of 
Resources Norman Livermore Jr would be granted far- 
reaching powers over car pooling, gas rationing and fuel 
allocation to industry 
However. Livermore would not have the power to lower 
environmental 
protections 
without 
approval 
of 
the 
legislature Reagan has indicated he would like to see some 
environmental programs delayed to help ease the energy 
crisis. 


Another bill scheduled to be heard by the Assembly Plan­ 
ning and Land Use Committee Wednesday would permit the 
state government to begin supplying itself with tideland oil 
deposits during the energy crisis.

Ransom paid but boy

Three teen-agers who had been arrested Friday were 
charged with the kidnaping and held in lieu of $100,0C0 bond. 
Police said they found most of the ransom money in the

An autopsy was ordered to determine whether the victim. 
Daniel Ebersole. froze to death or died from the beating 
The boy was found in woods about 70 miles south of Buffalo, 
N.Y ., where temperatures have approached zero during the 
past week. 
FBI Agent Richard H Ash said the boy's body was tied to 
a pine tree with yellow twine, a ski cap pulled over his eyes 
and a glove stuffed in his mouth and secured with suigieal 
tape. 
The boy, son of Dr. Glen M. Ebersole, a radiologist, left 
home Tuesday night to go to the Lakewood Teen Center, 
about a block from his home. 
Police said they were tipped by an anonymous phone call 
Sunday, telling them where the boy had been left 
The other two men charged with the abduction were 
Martin Whitmore, 19, of West Ellicott. N Y , and Jeffrey 
Swan, 18. of Lakewocd 


More small cars begin 
to roll off assembly lines 


DETROIT (UPI) - Small cars begin rolling off three 
more assembly lines today as the switch from gas-hungry 
big cars increased because of the gasoline shortage scare 
and higher fuel prices. 
Altogether, General Motors, Ford and Chrysler this week 
were calling back about 25.000 workers who had been tem­ 
porarily laid off, either because they built slow-selling big 
cars or their plants were being converted to small car 
production. Since December, about 60,000 have been 
permanently idled, not knowing when or if they’ll be called 
back to their jobs. 
Ford began turning out the intermediate Torino as well as 
the luxury Torino Elite at its Chicago assembly plant, 
which once built a full-size Ford. 
At Doraville, Ga , General 
Motors was building

Oldsmobile Cutlasses instead of full-size cars.

The expected endurance mark should stand until the 
1980s, when long-term flights of the space shuttle begin.

The Dolphins flashed their “ greatest ever ’ credentials 
Sunday by overpowering a strong Minnesota Viking team, 
24-7. in Super Bowl V III to record their second straight 
world title. 
Only one other team—the Green Bay Packers of 1966- 
67 ever won back-to-back Super Bowls and their coach, 
the late Vince Lombardi, was honored by having the 
World Championship Trophy named after him. Now the 
Dolphins have registered their claim 
They did it Sunday with Larry Csonka blasting for two 
touchdowns and a game record 145-yard rushing total 
and close friend Jim Kiick squirming across for another 
TD his first of the season And thev did it with a defense 
that held Fran Tarkenton and the Vikings in check most 


of the afternoon and bottled up Minnesota in its own half 
of the field. 


And when it was all over, Csonka, bone weary and 
bearing an ugly gash across his right eyebrow and 
another across the bridge of his nose, from 
an honest 
cheap shot,” registered the claim 


“ I consider we can compare ourselves to any team 
that’s ever played this game,” said the crunching 
fullback, 
voted overwhelmingly the game's Most 
Valuable Player. “ I say we re comparable to the Pack.” 
The Dolphins set a record last season with a 17-0 mark, 
the first time it was ever done, and this year became the 
first team ever to appear in three Super Bowls. 
Dolphin Coach Don Shula had tears welling in his eyes 
as he accepted the Lombardi Trophy, named after the 
man who beat him so often as a young coach, from 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle.

When the elders demand

The budget 


Although it was natural to expect his 
opponents would find the document nearly 
unacceptable, we find considerable sense 
in the 1974-75 State budget presented by 
Governor Ronald Reagan last week. 
It is definitely an extension of his 
“ squeeze, 
cut 
and 
trim" 
philosophy 
concerning 
spending 
by 
government. 
However, it does provide some safeguards 
to ward against the economic fallout to be 
created by the cur rent energy “ crisis. " 
The governor has provided for seven per 
cent pay raises for state employes, a 
reasonable amount. He has provided an 8.5 
per 
cent 
funding 
increase 
for 
the 
University of California and an eight per 
cent increase for state colleges, both 
responsible increases for the field of 
education. 


He has kept his promise and tailored the 
budget package to conform with the 
provisions of his tax and spending limit 
ballot initiative which was defeated by the 
voters in November. 


The proposed budget projects a hefty 
$272 million tax surplus by July, 1975, 
including $167 million in unspent federal 
revenue sharing. 


We hope that the Legislature heeds the 
governor’s warning to zealously guard the 
reserve funds in the light of the energy 
“ crisis” implications. There are no major 
programs offered in the budget to cope 
with such implications, but it is certainly 
possible that such funds would be used to 
meet a possible increase in the welfare 
caseload.

Inadequate audit 


A recent report by the Joint 
Legislative 
Audit 
Committee 
provides a graphic demonstration of 
the 
inadequacy 
of 
auditors 
to 
examine 
the 
operations 
of 
a 
governmental agency. 
The report deals with the Cal Vet 
Farm and Rome Loan program 
under 
the 
management of the 
Department of Veterans Affairs. It 
was prompted by complaints of the 
lag in processing loan applications, 
which currently takes from 90 to 120 
days or longer. A private lending 
institution which dallied in that 
manner would quickly be out of 
business. They bang out home loans 
in lOdays. 
There are more than 5000 loan 
applications pending The auditors 
checked 
estim ated 
future 
applications and determined that a 
savings could be achieved if 24 
unfilled positions were eliminated. 
Similarly its other recommendation 
was to the point of dollar savings, 
suggesting 
that 
annual 
billings 
should supplant the current monthly 
billing. 
It 
is 
this 
bewitchment 
with 
figures which obscures from the 
vision 
of 
accountants 
the 
performance of a program Despite 
the fact the Cal Vet program is 
managed by the state, its operation, 
unique in government, is fully self- 
supporting Indeed, revenues from

services to the citizens and should 
be judged on how well they carry out 
their assigned responsibilities, this 
department’s obligation for service 
is far greater than most other state 
agencies. 
It depends 
upon 
the 
veteran 
buyers 
for 
its 
very 
existence. And it is the veteran’s 
money which directly pays the 
salaries 
of 
the 
department 
personnel. 
So the review, which was in 
response 
to 
a 
request 
by 
Assemblyman Newton R. Russel, 
should have been one to inquire into 
the adequacy of the program as a 
service, with costs being only a 
secondary consideration. 


Rather than look at the savings 
which might be achieved by not 
hiring more people, the auditors 
should 
have 
examined 
the 
mechanics of the loan process to 
determine why a staff of 118 persons 
can only handle 1000 applications a 
month. A pertinent question would 
be why department appraisers can't 
even average one appraisal a day. In 
p rivate 
m ortgage 
lending 
institutions appraisers average 5 or 
6 homes a day. 


The auditors accidently hit upon a 
good recommendation with regard 
to the present billing system but for 
the wrong reason. Their position 
was that annual billing would save 
money. 
The department exists to help 
veterans and the compelling reason

billing or whatever 
system should be the convenience to 
the veteran borrower. One who 
must wait to receive a monthly 
billing to make his payment may be 
away during this period and thus 
become delinquent. 
If he were 
provided with a book of payment 
coupons, 
as 
is 
the 
prevailing 
practice with private institutions, in 
connection with long term loans 
with set payments, he could arrange 
ahead of time to meet payment 
schedules. 
Further the auditors should have 
attacked the payment due date as 
established by the department for 
the first of each month. This 
practice is bound to create problems 
for those who depend upon monthly 
stipends which don’t reach them 
until after the first of the month 
And it is ridiculous to expect that a 
person will sit right down and make 
out his monthly bill payments the 
very day he receives his monthly 
pay. 
As has been pointed out previously 
the department, once an innovator 
in the field of home finance, has 
degenerated into a follower, and a 
poor one at that. 
Bookkeepers cannot be expected 
to put their fingers on matters of 
policy conducive to good service 
Their concern with making figures 
look pretty leads them to seeking 
ways to cut costs rather than how 
best to serve the consumer.
